Tcnn. — Twenty-four 


sharecropper families, most of whom 
stood destitute by an Arkansas road- 
side a few weeks ago, today arc sow/' 
ing seeds of social experiment at Delta 
Co-Operative Farm No. 1 in northern 
Mississippi. 


Directing the planting is Dr. Sher- 


wood Eddy, retired Y. M. C. A. lead- 
er and social reformer. 


Dr. Eddy is accepting the south's 


challenge lo its critics to "see if you 
can do any better." He is actively at 
work setting up the first of a series of 
co-operative farming projects as his 
solution for the evils of the share- 
cropper system. 


Dr. Eddy aims not only to give the 


sharecropper a chance to work out his 
own salvation. The experiment will, 
at this fall's harvest, also be a lab- 
oratory in which the Rust brothers of 
Memphis will test their mechanical 
cotton-picker, both as to its technical 
efficiency and as to the feasibility of 
its use tq imporve rather than im- 
poverish the condition of the men it 
replaces. 


Investigation of the plight of the 


sharecropper was begun by Dr. Eddy 
n March of this year. He saw the Ar- 
kansas cotton fields, and evicted ten- 
ants living miserably in tents by the 
oadside. He saw plenty. 


Reaped Only Misery 


"I went through some of the rich- 


est land I have ever seen," he said, 
'and I saw the people who worked it 
•ewarcled with malaria, pellagra, hook- 
worm, 
illiteracy, 
injustice, and the 


peonage of perpetual debt." 


Within a few days he had bought 


2139 acres near Hillhouso, Miss., for 
iis experiment. 


The money came 
from a .strange 


source. Just after the World war. Dr 
Eddy raised 
a ?500,000 fund to help 


Feed the people of the occupied Rhur 
territory. Within a year the German 
had repaid every cent with interest. 


Dr. Eddy put the money in a trust 


fund to be used for some appropriate 
purpose. 
Witli 59000 
raised through 


personal subscription. Dr. Eddy usi-d 
the fund as security and borrowed tlu

balance needed. 


The farm, of good, "buckshot" cotton

Reactions Vary Widely 


I -have seen healthy youngsters of 


two— and less— gnawing delightedly on 
a raw carrot or a chunk of celery, and 
apparently thriving like young colfcs. 
Again I have known the less-robust 
baby whose stomach would have been 
insulted by such half-chewed pro- 
fanity. 


There is one point to be made in all 


vegetable diet and the cultivation of 
taste for it. Taste for any new food 
don't come because a dish of it is sud- 
denly set down on a day and date, 
before the future consumer. Many 
doctors today recommend that little 
tastes of foods-to-come be given the 
older baby occasionally to establish 
acceptance later on. This does not 
mean cake or fried potatoes, but the 
health-giving foods that he must have 
and possibly won't like, unless he is 
initiated in time. Variety is not only 
the spice of life, but the essense of 
life.

insistent importunity, but rather that, 
if an unjust judge witli no regard for 
either God or man will finally yield 
to the importunate prayers of a wi- 
dow, how much more will God, who is 
both just and loving, and responsive 
to the needs of His children, be ready 
to bestow upon them His blessing!

But it has 
saved the government probably many 
times that amount.

.This station is the only one of its 


kind in the United Slates, and one of 
the few in the world. It is so com- 
plete and its studies are so valuable 
that it brings hydraulic engineers from 
India, Egypt, Japan, Russia, France, 
and Italy to see how it is carried on.

Tested With "Toy" Floods 


Down this river model, wfth 
its 


bends and cutoffs, engineers will soon 
send the equivalent of the 1929 floods. 
They will try to determine whether 
the river, shortened by hundreds of 
miles with cutoffs, will now take care 
of all this water without flooding low- 
land farms nnd towns. 


The actual results of recent im- 


provements, dredging nnd cutoffs will 
be studied for their effects in lower- 
ing flood stage. The high water of 
this spring was not high! enough to 
make a real test of the improvements 


Originally nearly all the projects 


studied here were associated with the 
Mississippi river, and 75 per cent of 
them still are. But gradually more 
models are being built for coastal and 
harbor projects. 


The second largest model now in op- 


eration, for instance, shows the entire 
Galveslon harbor, together with the 


i Houston and Texas ship canals. 


In the past, when improvements 


were made on the 
ship* canals, the 


Oalvoston harbor was adversely af- 
fected; when the harbor was improv- 
ed, the canals were damaged. 


This model here now embodies a 


.system whereby improvements are be- 
ing made simultaneously on all three. 


Eastern Project Studied 


Another model to be studied will 


be that of the Chespeake 
Bay and 


Delaware Canal junction 
with the 


Delaware river. This is a PWA pro- 
ject in Philadelphia. 


Still another hay been designed to 


show the Absecon Inlet at Atlantic 
City. It is necessary here to find the 
exact effect of building jetties, to see 
whether they might ruin the famous 
Atlantic City beach.

Chief Justice C. E. Johnson, who was 
jovernor Futrcll's campaign manager 
n 1932. 


Judge Johnson was appointed chief 


justice by Governor Futrell in March. 
1933, upon the death of the late Chief 
Justice J. C. Hart. Judge Johnson, 
[hen 
chancellor of the Sixth district, 


was nominated by 
the Democratic 


State Committee as the party's candi- 
late to serve the unexpired term of 
Judge Hart. At the special election 
July 7, 1933, he was elected over Car- 
roll D. Wood, retired associate justice, 
who was nominated by petition as an 
independent candidate. 


Judge Cotham was the first judge of 


the Eighteenth Judicial Circuit, hav- 
ing been appointed in March, 1911, 
when the district was 'created. He 
served until October, 19U. 


He served as president of the Ark- 


ansas Bar Hssociation during the past 
year and retired at. the annual meet- 
ing of the association in Hot Springs 
last week.

The U. S. Government Printing Of- 


fice was opened March 4, 1861. The 
man in charge was known as the sup- 
erintendent of public printing until 
1876, when the present title of public 
printer came into use. 


The next year, peerless Ty Cobb and

Mails. Cobb then dubbed the south- 
paw "Rabbit Ears." 


"They rode me out of the American 


league," Mails admits now. "I could- 
n't take it. When Cobb and his gang 
opened up on me, I'd blow up like a 
balloon. Now that I've developed 
thick skin, I'm to old to go back." 


How It All Began 


Mails says the feud with Cobb start- 


ed in the winter of 1920-21, when VIL 
pitched against the Georgia Peach in 
exhibition games in 'San Francisco. 


"Cobb was off form and didn't have 


much luck against me. A local papc 
ran a cartoon showing me holding Ty 
in the palm of my hand and calling 
him a 'busher.' Next season the De 
troit bunch started the ribbing and 
that was the beginning of the end fo 
The Great Mails. Cobb and I are great 
friends now, though." 


Mails broke into organized ball in 


1914 
with Seattle. His minor league 


wanderings carried hi mto Chatta- 
nooga of the Southern association and 
Kansas City of the American associa- 
tion, in addition to five Pacific Coast 
league clubs. He bowed out of the 
majors after the 1925 season with the 
St. Louis Cardinals.
